Asset to Community 

The Rosebud Flour Mill is a de- 
cided asset to the community and 
not only a benefit to the local farm- 
ers in having their own wheat 
manufactured into flour, but Mr. 
Weber has developed a good trade 
for flour and other wheat products 
which are sold throughout Alberta 
and British Columbia, 

Perhaps the best known of their 
products is the Rosebud Pancake 
Flour, which is not only used for 
pancakes but for all soft-dough 
foods eaten hot, and has acquired 
quite a reputation throughout the 
West They also manufacture 
Wheatlets, a health bran special, 
and have recently developed a 
health drink ‘*Rosebud Cheer,” 
which is a coffee substitute. 

Mr. Weber informs us that to 
keep up the quality of his products, 
he is milling only No. 2 wheat and 
better, and not only takes into con- 
sideration the grades of wheat, but 
uses the protein test to determine 
its real milling value. 

The quality of the Rosebud Flour 
was demonstrated at the Didsbury 
Fair last summer, where bread bak- 
ed trom that flour won fst prize in 
open competition with various other 
flours in 14 entries It also won 
{st prize in pie paste and 2nd in 
buns 


‘Tough’ Wheat 
May Not Suffer 
Through Winter 


* home- 
Alberta wheat—homeless be- 
Cause it is grading tough, and there 
are no immediate drying or hand- 
ling facilities—may very well come 
througb the winter without particu- 
lar damage 

Grainmen said today there ia no 
evidence to show that the ‘tough’’ 
wheat will freeze unless the moisture 
content 18 unusually high, 

“Yough’’ according to grading 
standard means the moisture con- 
tent is from 14.6 to 17 per cent. 
Over that it goes into the damp 
category. Just where the * freezing 
line’? in relation to water in the 
kernal may be is quite indefinite, 

To fact fartuers are not worrying 
so much about frost affecting their 
tough wheat as they are of it heat- 
ing. In big piles or granaries, if 
the moisture content is excessive, 
natural respiration will cause heat- 
ing just the same as in avy large 
pile of vegetable matter Once 
heated it is practically ruined for 
seed or sale, 

Here again, however, the farmer 
need have no particlar worry for 
tough wheat under ordinary condi- 
tions will not heat during winter, 
though the same may not apply 
next May or June. 

While reports of quite a large 
number of sprouted and tough 
xamples continue to come from 
some of the later threehed districts, 
germination tests made to date show 
both wheat and oats to be quite 
normal with no frost damage. 

Offieials of the Plant production 
Service (Dominion Seed Branch) 
state that very few samples have 
been tested, but the few have been 
quite satisfactory’’

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NEW USES OF WHEAT 
SCIENCE AT WORK 


Can Wheat Surplus Be Disposed 
of by Chemical Developments, 


Such As Have Worked for 
Corn and Beans? 


In view of the surplus of wheat 
which is creating a diffifult position 
for farmers, and does not promise to 
improve, research agencies are trying 
to discover commercially, valuable 
uses for wheat. Cecil Lamont, direc- 
tor of Public Relations for N. W. Line 
Elevators Association, gave an ad- 
dress recently on the industrial util- 
ization of farm products. 


He referred to recent study which 
he had made of the research labora- 
tories of the U. S. government, and 
the work of Chemurgic conferences 
in'Canada and the United States. In- 
dustrial concerns in the United States 
have spent millions annually on this 
type of research. Recently one com- 
pany put on the market a new type 
of silk stocking made from coal, air 
and water, wearing much longer than 
ordinary silk. 

Figures given at the Chicago Con- 
ference in March of this year showed 
that industry spends 2% of the gross 
income annually on research while 
only one-seventh of one per cent. of 
the farm income is spent in finding 
new uses for farm products. And this 
includes all U. S. government and 
university research. 

The Chicago meeting showed that 
thousands of new uses had been found 
for soya beans, milk, corn, coal, wood. 
But surprising little has been done to 
seek new industrial uses for wheat. 

Dominion Experimental farms and 
provincial colleges have done experi 
mental work in the growing of corn 
and soya beans in Canada, and acreage 
in both lines has increased amongst 
farmers. But insofar as Western Can- 
ada is concerned, production has heen

The World of Wheat 


By H. G. L, STRANGB 
Director, ‘‘The Crop Testing Plan.” 


A series of momentous discoveries 
have recently been made in Great 
Britain, and because of it all an 
action has just been taken by the 
British go vernment which may in 
time save Canada’s and the World’s 
surplus wheat problem. 

The discoveries are that the now 
famous vitamin 8-1, sometimes 
known as thiamin or aneurin, con 
trols to a great extent the health, 
the energy and the well-being of 
people; then, that this vitamin can 
be produced artificially at low cost; 
and more important still, that it can 
easily be added to wheat flour, aud 
so making bread almost a complete 
food in itself, 

The British government will re 
quire by law that all flour manufac- 
tured after the epring of 1941 shall 


contain the neceseary amount of] — spores, 
vitamin B 1. 
It is expected that this "fortify 


ing’’ of flour will eventually spread 
to all wheat using countries and that

The discolouration on the germ end 
of wheat grains, commonly called 
“black point” or “black tip,” is un- 
usually common in this year’s crop. 
The term “kernel smudge” has been 
adopted by plant pathologists for this 
disease to avoid confusion with a less 
conspicuous and less common disease 
which they call black point. Kernel 
smudge is a fungous disease, and may 
be caused by at least two different 
fungi. One of them (Helminthospor- 
ium sativum) is a dangerous para- 
site, being a very common cause of 
Seedling blight and root-rot of 
wheat. Incidentally, it is capable of 
attacking roots, leaves and grains 
of barley. 

The fungi

wheat fields in western Canada, and 
the air contains an abundance of 
especially in late summer 
and in the fall.
